It's much more likely that in choosing 
the word "unusual" the legislature meant public agencies to increase 
the staff devoted to CPRA compliance if they found themselves 
invoking the 14 day extension clause in usual circumstances. Which 
leads me to my point, and that is I am really curious as to why LAWA 
bothers citing the statute at all if you all are going to cite it 
wrong. Doesn't this have at best the same effect as just not saying 
anything?
